SOMERSET'S GRIEVANCE. 


The County Fast Becoming A Dumping 
Ground For Unterate Aad Irreapos 
sible Negroes From Sonthera 


States. Keat Similarly 
_ Affected. 


A writer to the Baltimore Sun from 
Princess Anne, bas the following 
thoughtful and carefully prepared 
article; 

“While among certam political ele- 
ment: there is a disposition to treat 
lightly the apprehension which has been 
expressed as to the probable movement 
of negroes in large numbers from North 
Carolina and Virginis fn'o Maryland, 
well-informed and thoughtful citizens 
of Somerset county manifest no small 
degree of concern at the unmistakable 
signs that such a movement ia not only 
contemplated, but in Somerset county 
has, indeed, actually begun. The peo- 
ple of Somerset have some knowledge 
on this subject, which they have gained 
in the ecbool of experience. 

For several years the county has been 
the dumping ground of negroes from 
States to the south of us. No less than 
half a dozen Southern States have con- 
tributed to swell the negro registration 
lists, although most of the immigration 
ie from Virginia and North Carolina. 
In one district in Somerset county, 
where there are several hundred regis- 
tered negro voters, the registration 
books themselves show that nearly one- 
third of the total number of negroes 
registered are natives of Virginia and 
North Carolina, While there is an un- 
natural increase in the number of ne 
gro voters, the last registration shows a 
falling off in the white voting popula 
tion in the county, and while there 
has been a percentage cf increase in the 
white voters in the last 10 years of 18 
per cent., the increase in the number of 
registered negro voters is 283 per cent. 

It is not simply the political but the 
social and business asp ots of the ques- 
tion that are causing alarm and excit- 
ing the gravest apprehenslor. It is cer- 
tainly true that so far as Somerset coun- 
ty is concerned the young white men of 
promise are moving away from the old 
homes and the negroes are taking their 
places, The native negroes are being 
reinforced by some of the very worst 
types of the ignorant negroes of the 
South, and the home loving and patri 
otic white men who still remain and 
struggle for better conditions are dis- 
couraged and depressed almost to the 
point of desperation. 

It isa significant and startling taot 
that two ot the most atrocious murders 
that have been committed in this State 
in ita recent history were committed in 
Somerset county within the last six 
years by negroes who are natives of 
Virginia, while ths miserable wretch 
who was ly nched in Princess Anne less 
than four years ago for an outrageous 
assault upon a respectable white woman 
was a native of one of the cotton Stater. 
Somerset county has witnessed two 
lynchings in six years asthe result of 
outrageously criminal conduct of this 
class of “undesirable immigrants.” It 
is a conservative estimate to say that 
one-half of all the criminal vases that 
are brought to the atten ion of our 
grand juries are cases in which the par- 
ticipants are non-resident negroes, 

How to remedy the evil ie the prac- 
tical question and one deserying of the 
best thought of all the people of the 
State who are interested in ite future 
welfare and who glory in its past hist- 
ory. It la a well known fact that the 
negro prizes the voting privilege more 
than any other right he porsesses; but 
while be prizes and enjoys the right of 
franchie he manifests absolutely no 
independence cr intelligence in the ex- 
eroise of thishigh privilege No cconom 
ic or gor ronmental question, however 
much it may divide Into warring faot- 
ions the white voters, ever seriously 
divides the negro voters. The negro 
votes one way all the time from sheer 
prejudice against the great mass of bis 
white neighbors and with no intelligent 
appreciation of the value and force of 
hie ballot in determining public ques- 
tions, If the men whose names he finds 
upon his ticket give bad government 
the negro finds no cause in this for the 
change of his political affiliations. 

Many of the best informed people of 
Someryet, in common with people in 
other sections of the State, believe that 
the best way to prevent the threatened 
influx of illiterate negroes into Mary- 
land from the Southern States "is to 
adopt a ballot law that does not put a 
premium on ignorance and vios, Our 
present ballot law, it is conceded, does 
not correct the election bribery evil, 
but, on the contrary, itoan be demon- 
strated that it has systematically in- 
creased that’evil, while it enables the 
moat ignorant and stupid to vote by a

proper corrupt practices ach would 
very muth — candidate 


with a barrel, and an amendment to 
the Constitution making the penalty 
for vote buying applicable to the brib- 
èr only would make it dangerous for 
the political tempters to attempt to de- 
bauch the voter Both these remedies 
for the evil of vote buying should be 
adopted: but without some such a bal- 
lot law as has been adopted in the 
State of Massachusetts vote buyers will 
still be found and vote-selling will pre- 
vail among the illiterate and vicious 
voters in the future as in the past. 

Do away with emblems upon official 
ballots; mit the provision. for aid to 
the illiterate voter in marking his tick- 
et, thereby o uitting the most valuable 
aid to the vote-buyer in dealing with 
the illiterates, provide for a uniform 
stamp for marking, and most, if not 
quite all, of the systematic debauchery 
of the suffrage which is carried on un 
der the present ballot law wilt be erad- 
icated. Why should the ballot law 
that is good for the Republican State of 


hearing on every side in these days in 
this section of the Eastern Shore.” 


A similar note of alarm is soun led 
from Kent in the following:—The re- 
ported movement of negroes from North 
Carolina and Virginia to Maryland is 
considered with grave apprehension in 
Kent county, where an already large 
negro population has become a perplex- 
ing problem. For years past the ease 
with which the floating negro popula. 
tion of Virginia could reach Kent coun. 
ty by means of boats trading up the bay 
has resulted in avast increase in this 
undesirable clase. As a rule they are 
shifticas and idle and immediate! y be- 
come a charge upon the taxpayers, They 
at once fall into the bands of political 
workers, and in spite of every precau- 
tion are placed on the poll books and at 
once become factors in the management 
of all affairs politically. The labor prob- 
lem is one of the perplexing questions 
of the county, for with hundreds of-idle, 
able-bodied women in Chestertown tc- 
day, in more than one half the homes 
will be found no house help of any kind, 
and with hundreds of idie men in the 
villages and negro settlements, in a 
vast number of cases Kent county 
farmers are compelled to secure inexper- 
ienced city labor during busy seasone. 
Every campaign finds the Virginia ne- 
gro greatly in evidence. 

By whatever name an educational 
qualification may be called, many of 
the most representative citizens of Kent 
county see in it the only possibe relief 
from existing conditions.

RAILWAY CASE DECIDED, 


The Mayor and Council of Ocean City 
Win the case against the B. C. 
& A. Railway Company, 


Tte much litigated tax case of the 
Mayor and Council of Ocean City 
against the Baltimore, Chesapeake and 
Atlantic Railway Company has been 
finally disposed of by a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
dismissing the writ of error upon which 
the case waa carried up to the Supreme 
Court from the Maryland Court of Ap 
peals by the Railroad Company. The 
matter of the collection of these taxes 
has has been in litigation since 1897, 
during which year the towns of Ocean 
City and Berlin brought suit against 
the Ratlroad Company for taxes, due 
and in arrear, extending as far back as 
189%. The towns have been uniformly 
succeesfal in their suit from its incep- 
tion to the fiaal disposal of the case by 
the Supreme Court. In the first in- 
stance the Cirouit Conrt for Worcester 
County rendered judgment for all back 
taxes and interest, sued for; this was 
appealed and the Court of Appeals 
affirmed the judgment of the Court 
below, The Railroad Company then 
sued out a writ of error to the Supreme 
Court of thn United States, where the 
case came up for argument on the four- 
teenth of November and was argued by 
Nicholas P. Bond of Baltimore for 
Railroad Company and James E. Elle- 
good for Ocean City.

AUTHORITIES INVESTIGATING. 


A Letter Sent to the Police of Ho- 
boken, N. J., Gives the Name of the 
Alleged Chief Conspirator, Whion 
Ja Kept Secret. 


Hoboken, N. J., Nov. 28:—The police 
of this city have received a letter al- 
leging the existence of a plot to as- 
passinate President McKinley. The 
writer of the letter gave in his com- 
munication the name of the alleged 
chief conspirator, which the police re- 
fuse to make public at this time, The 
letter, which is Megibly signed, is as 
follows: 

“Sir: Having almost thoroughly as- 
sured myself of an anarchist 
against his excellency, McKinley, I 
consider it my duty to advise you of 
the name of one who is more than sus- 
pected of being a leader, whose name 
is found In the enclosed slip. He is a 
fugitive from justice, and a dangerous 
man, having been convicted several

In the course of the 
past year he had concealed with him a 
man ed Francois, the author of an 
anarchist attempt at Scranton, where 
he mortally wounded an agent of the 
police.” 

The writer of this letter, the police 
say, has been located, and his story 
will be investigated, 


THE SCRANTON ANARCHISTS. 


They Are Now Serving a Term ta the 
Eastern Penitentiary. 

Scranton, Pa., Nov. 28.—On the night 
of July 1, 1897, two men who were 
prowling about the house of a promi- 
nent coal operator, just outaide the city 
limits in Dunmore borough, were sur- 
prised by a couple of Dunmore police 
and one of the latter Patrick 
Keyes, was shot and seriously, though 
not fatally, wounded, The prowlera 
escaped. The next morning a dyna- 
mite bomb, to which was fastened a 
leather thong, by which it could be 
hung to a door knob or nail on the 
side of a house, was picked up at the 
scène of the shooting. 

A year later a letter was received by 
the Scranton police announcing that 
two anarchists, Jean Gullhot and 
Francois Merlier, were under arrest in 
Montreal on suspicion. of having shot 
a policeman while attempting to blow 
up the house of a Wealthy coal opera- 
tor. A Montreal detective heard them 
boasting of the deed at a drunken 
orgie in an anarchist rendezvous in the 
French quarter, 

The two suspects were brought here 
and by the exercise of atrategy on the 
part of the police they were induced 
to confess. They were sent to the 
eastern penitentiary last June for five 
years. 

Both were young men, not over 26 
years of age, and had been in Seran- 
ton only a few months when they com- 
mitted the crime. They worked as la- 
borers in the mines, but they were both 
well educated and evidently sons of 
good families. 


Americans Ambushed by Filipinos. 
Manila, Nov. 28.—A detachment of 
the Third United States infantry was 
ambushed Saturday near Malolos. The 
Ladrones fired a volley at the Ameri- 
cans, killing two privates of Company 
F and wounding three. The insurgents 
eacaped into a swamp, Numeroug in- 
surgent bands have been dispersed and 
considerable quantities of stores- de- 
stroyed in the province of Bulacan by 
Gen. Grant’s mounted scouts. Gen. 
Bates reports the capture of 33 insur- 
gents, six of whom murdered seven 
ns last spring. While returning 
y steamer a detachment of Americans 
landed at San Vicente and attacked a 
body of rebels, killing seven. A branch 
party attacked a band beyond Pales- 
tina, killing fve and capturing 19. 


Pittsburg Free From Flood Danger. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 28.— All danger from 
the flood has passed so far as Pittsburg 
is concerned. One of the remarkable 
incidents of the flood Was the wild 
ride of an empty 26,000 barrel metal 
tank down the ongahela river yes- 
terday. Where it came from has not 
yet been discovered, but the huge ves- 
se] came plunging over the 4 at 
Lock No, 1 at an 18 mile an bout gait. 
It finally wound up ita career by sink- 
ing in 25 feet of water at a point op- 
posite the mouth of Ferry street, and 
just where it will impede navigation 
when the river resumes its normal 
stage.

There have been many callers at the 
Davis house, but no one was admitted 
to the sick room.

Gad- 
abouts among occupations, among re 
ligious theories, among churches, among 
neighborhoods, and one of the greatest 
wants of the church and the world is 
more steadfastness and more fixedness af 


It was no small question that Pharaoh 
put to Jacob and his sons when be asked, 
“What is your occupation?” Getting in- 
to the right occupation not only decides 
your temporal welfare, but may decide 
your eternal destiny. The reason so many 
men and women are dead failures ls be 
cause instead of asking God what they 
ought to be or do they, through some 
vain ambition or whimsicality, decide 
what they ought to be. Let me say to all 
young men and young women in homes 
or in school or college do not go gadding 
about among occupations and professions 
to find what you are fitted for, bat make 
humble and direct appeal to God for di- 
' rection. 

Examine Your Temperament. 

While seeking divine guidance in your 
selection of a lifetime sphere examine 
your own temperament. The phrenolo- 
gist will tell yoo your mental proclivities, 
The physiologist will tell you your phys- 
ical temperament. Your enemies will tell 
you your weaknesses. If you are, as we 
say, nervous, do not become u surgeon. 
If you are cowardly, do not become an 
engineer, If you are hoping for a large 
and permanent income, dÔ not seek a 
governmental position. If you are natural- 
ly quick tempered, do not become a min- 
ister of the gospel, for while any one is 
disadvantaged by ungovernable disposi- 
tion there is hardly any one who enacts 
such an incongruous part as a mad min- 
ister. Can you make a fine sketch of a 
ship or rock or house or face? Be an 
artist. Do you find yourself humming 
cadences, and do the treble clef and the 
musical bars drop from your pen easily, 
and can you make a tune that charms 
+ those who hear it? Bea musician. Are 
you born with a fondness for argument? 
Be an attorney. Are you naturally a 
good nurse and especially interested in 
the relief of pain? Bea physician. Are 
you interested in all questions of traffic 
and in bargain making? Are you apt to 
be successful on a small or large scale? 
Be a merchant. Do you prefer country 
life, and do you like the plow, and do 
you bear music in the rustle of a harvest 
feld? Be a farmer. Are you fond of 
machinery, and are turning wheels to you 
a fascination, and can you follow with 
absorbing interest a new kind of thrash- 
ing machine hour after hour? Be a 
mechanic, If you enjoy analyzing the 
natural elements and a laboratory could 
entertaln you all day and all night, be a 
chemist. If you are inquisitive about

Why do you not find out whether you 
are his or not?

Traveling 
any road, you are not satisfied until you 
have found out whether it is the right 
road or the wrong road, and you climb up 
in the darkness to read the words on the 
finger board at the roadside to nee it It be 
the right road, and if it be the wrong 
road you cross over to the right road. If 
vou are on the sea, you want to know in- 
to what port you will run or upon what 
rocks you are in danger of crashing. This 
moment you bare all the Information 
pointing to the road that terminates at 
the gate of the Golden City and the voy- 
age that anchors io the baren of eternal 
rest.

Post Office Officials Greatly Pleased 
With The New System. 


The first Free Mail Delivery system 
everon the Eastern Shore was inaugu- 
rated last Saturday morning in Salis 
bury. Mesers. Owens, Murrell, and 
Groves started on their various routes 
with a large accumulation of mail. This 
was caused by the fact that many per 
sons living in the suburbs send for 
their mail but once or twice a month. 

The first trip wasa little difficult, 
owing to the fact that very few of the 
letters bore the street numbers and the 
carriers being unacquainted with the 
residence of a large number of our citi- 
zens. These few minor obstacles are 
gradually disappearing and the rapid 
and systematio delivery of the mails is 
fast approaching perfection. The Post | 
Office officials say they are more than 
pleased with the workings of the syè 
tem. 

Mr. H. Winter Owens has the whole 
of Main Street, Camden and South Sal- 
isbury as his route, Mr. W. G. Groves 
Georgetown, Cuba and that section of 
the town around the N. Y. P. & N. 
Railroad, and Dr. A. H. Murrell the 
whole of Division Street, Jersey and 
California. These routes are gone over 
twice a day, once in the morning, start- 
ing at 8 a. m. and once in the afternoon, 
starting at one o'clock. One trip to col- 
lect the mail from the different boxes 
throughout the town is made every 
morning about seven o'clock. Printed 
cards are to be placed on the front of 
each box showing the hour or hours of 
ool ection, 

The carriers have found it necessary 
the first week to work between eight 
aid nine hours, but think in a short 
time this can be reduced to seven hours 
each day. The Postal regulations state 
that a carrier shall not he worked over 
eight hours a day.

HOW ZULU WOMEN SEw. 


They Use Skewers For Needics and 
Girafe Maeve For Thread, 

The skill of the Zulus of South Africa 
in sewing fur is a bousebold word in 
South Africa. and some of the otber 
tribes compete with them, The needle 
employed is widely different from that 
used by the ordinary needle women., lu 
the first place, it bas no eye; lu the 
second, it Is Ike a skewer, pointed at 
one end and thick at the other. 

The thread is not of cotton, but is 
made of the sinews of Various animals, 
the best being made from the sinews 
in the neck of a giraffe. It Is stiff, 
inelastic, with a great tendency to 
“kink” and tangle itself up with any- 
thing near it. Before belong used it is 
steeped lu hot water until It is quite 
soft and is then beaten between two 
smooth stones, which causes it to sep- 
arate into filaments, which can thus be 
obtained of any length and thickness. 
Thus the seamstress has a considera- 
ble amount of labor before she com- 
mences with the real work In hand. 

Finally sbe squats on the ground 
(for no native stands to work or do 
anything cise who can possibly help 
it) and, taking ber needle, bores two 
holes in the edges of the rug or gar- 
ment on which she ls working. The 
thread is then pushed through with 
the butt of the needle, drawn tight, 
and two more holes are made with 
a like result, the skewer progressing 
very slowly, but fast enough for a 
country where time is of no value 
whatever. y 

The skin upon which the seamstress 
is working is damped with water be- 
fore she commences, aud as the damp 
threau and hide dry out they bring the 
work very closely together.

A LITTLE KNOWN ART, 


The Tobacco Fiavorer Has Short 
Hours and Draws Big Pay. 

“A high grade position of which but 
Kittle is known, except to the trade,” 
observed a prominent tobacco manu- 
facturer to a Washington Star reporter, 
“is what is known as the ‘flavorer,’ the 
man who is responsible for the flavor 
of all the grades of goods made and 
who sees to it that the favor is kept 
the same year In and year out, It mat- 
ters not where the tobacco that goes in 
them comes from or the conditions un- 
der which It has grown. Of course tò- 
barco manufacturers endeavor to use 
the same kind of tobacco all the time, 
but circumstances at times render this 
impossible, 

“As an Illustration, our company had 
bought up and stored away enough to- 
bacco to make up all our brands of 
smoking tobacco and cigarettes for the 
year, when all of a sudden our store- 
houses were destroyed by fire, and our 
stock went out of existence. There 
was no more tobacco of that particular 
grade to be bought, and we were driv- 
en Into new fields. The tobacco being 
raised on a different soll and being 
slightly different as far as seed and 
stem were concerned, the flavor was 
also different. Smokers, and chewers 
as well, Insist on the same flavor all 
the time. 

“Here Is where the flavorer comes in. 
By his art and skill be can make to- 
bacco that grows on low lands taste 
and smell the same as that grown on 
high lands. He can make tobacco 
grown during a dry senson take the 
same flavor as that grown during the 
rainy season. Tobaccos grown at dit- 
ferent ends of the same state or In dif- 
ferent states are by his treatment the 
same, as far as the consumer is con- 
cerned. He draws big money; but, 
though he comes high, as the traveling 
show companies say, ‘we must have 
them.“ 

“As may be imagined, there are not 
many who are competent to do the 
work, and as a result they range in 
salaries all the way from $8 to $10 per 
day of about one hour’s actual work. 
They are employed, however, but about 
nine months In each year.”

ANTI-IMPERIALISM NOT DEAD 


The speech of Representative McCall 
of Massachusetts in the House yestor 
day may well serve as a forcible re- 
minder to the administration that the 
issue of anti-imperialism is just as 
much alive as it was before the election, 
How false is the view that the opposi- 
tion to the imperialist policy in the 
Philippines is confined to a few per- 
sons of an exceptional sort was strik- 
ingly indicated by the circumstance 
that both Mr. McCall of Massachusetts 
and Mr, Litilefield of Maine—who had 
made themselves conspicuous above all 
other members of the House in opposi 
tion to the imperialist programme—re- 
ceived the emphatic approval of their 
constituencies, both in the party nomi 
nation and in the election, and that the 
sound-money Democratic anti imperial 
ist candidate in the Worcester district 
ran 9000 ahead of his ticket, and wae 
elected to Congress—a phenomena! 
showing. The great majority: of the 
people, as usual,in all parts of the 
country, voted with their respective 
parties; and the misfortune of the anti 
imperialist cause was that it was im 
possible to secure even such an expres 
sion of independent opinion as would 
have been otherwise obtainable on ac- 
count of the issue being tied up in the 
campaign with that of business disaster 
and monetary repudiation. 

Speaking on the army bill yesterday, 
Mr. McCall did not confine himself te 
the objection that it reposed too much 
discretionary power in the hands of the 
President, but took this early occasion 


ment of our present attitude in the 
Philippines. In doing 60, tie took pre 
cisely the ground taken by the Kanra» 
City platform—placing upon acommon 
level of condemnation the idea of an 
absorption of the Philippines as part of 
the Union of States, and that of a per 
manent rule of them asa dependence. 
“The time has come,“ he said in con 
clusion, “when we frankly declare our 
purposes 
surances which our history inepires 
Let us tell them that we will aid them 
for one year—or for five, if need bein 
setting up a government of their own 
fiag, and we will lenve with them all 
that is most glorious jn the meaning of 
another lag - liberty, independence and 
self-government,” 

Ifevery Republican who feels as Mr. 
McCall does upon the subject had the 
like courage in Declaring bis senti- 
ments, the prople who think that the 
commercial view of the matter is the 
only one that anybody cares about 
would have their eyes open in most 
wholesome fashion. 

The ‘Buffalo Express, probably the 
ablest Republican paper in its State 
outside New York city, attacks the pol- 
ioy of subjugation in a recent issue; in 
an editorial of remarkable force and 
impressiveness. It is time, says the 
Express, the American public got over 
its delusions about thie war. It has de- 
ceived itself too long with the notion 
that it was fighting merely an ambit- 
ious rebel onief, representing only a 
fraction of a single tribe, and maintain- 
ing his power as much by the terror he 
inspires as by any sense of patriotism. 
We are not fighting a government oran 
army, but a whole people.“ Bo far as 
this’ is concerned, the Exprers might 
have pointed two high an authority as 
General MacArthur, who said substant- 
ally the same thing in his recent re- 
port.

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A NIAGARA OF FIRE. 


THE IRIDESCENT GLORIES OF THE 


4 MIDNIGHT SUN. 


That Wondrous Spectacle as Wit- 
messed From the North Cape by 
Dr, Talmage—An Expeflence That 
Wreeksa Many Nervous People, 


[Copyright, 1900, The Christian Herald, N. Y.) 
We take steamer from Trondhjem, a 
proper name that you will pronounce 
| Wrongly whichever way you pronounce 
it unless you were born in Norway or 
have for a long while practiced the 
Strange accentuation. We are sailing 
for the North cape, or the north end of 
the world, or the Land of the Midnight 
Sun. We start with a depressed spirit, 
for the ‘voyagers who have just returned 
from those regions did not see the won- 
derful spectacle. There were clouds and 
fogs which would not lift their curtain 
for the solar’ exhibition. 

It was raining as we stepped aboard 
the Kong Harold, and if any one of the 
party had suggested to us another route 
and that the midnight moon kept more 
reasonable hours than the midnight sun 
we should have changed ‘our itinerary. 
But fortunately we sailed on toward one 
of the most rapt and entrancing experi- 
ences of a lifetime, for we saw the mid- 
night sun four times out of the five 
nights we were in the arctics. Our steam- 
‘er day after day goes winding among the 
islands which suggest the Thousand is- 
lands of the American waters and then 
among inlets that remind us of Lakes 
Lucerne and Cayuga and by waterfalls 
which make you think of those of the 
Yosemite and by mountain torrents tan- 

led among the crags until the frolicking 
fiquids fling themselves in the sea, and 
then we go on between snow covered 
rocks which are great white thrones of 
luster and pomp, and our ship’s gun 
startles the seh gulls by the millions and 
the echoes of rock which human foot 
never trod, and when we ask what means 
that cannonade we are informed that we 
have passed into the Arctic sea which 
ground up the Jeannette and has fonght 
back the John. Franklins, and the Dr. 
Kanes, and the De Longs, and the Nan- 
sens of the world and will keep on defy- 
ing the explorers until the great palace 
of arctic cold will be left alone and its 
keys of crystal are flung down for the 
peaceful reign of eternal frigidity. The 
Norway coast is wild and volcanic. It 
shows that nature has been in parox- 
ysm. When Titans play ball, they throw 
rocks. 

It is summer, but all our blankets and 
furs are brought into service. Goodby 
to straw hats and this shawls. In a few 
hours we bave passed from June into 
November. Our faith in the integrity of 
watches and clocks is very much shaken: 
They say it is 9 o'clock, and 10 o'clock, 
and 11 o'clock, and yet not even a hint of 
darkness. But all the watches cannot 
be in conspiracy to deceive, and every 
man who bas a watch is looking at it, 
and all the chronometers agree in saying 
it is ten minutes of midnight. At this 
time a great thick cloud drops over the 
sun. We have come 4,000 miles through 
the Isles of the grent theater of nature, 
and, alas, there Is a prospect tat the 
main actor will not appear upon the 
stage. Having disappointed so many, 
will he disappoint us? We are transfixed 
with anxiety, and are watching and wait- 
ing and hoping and almost praying that 
we may see what we have come so far to 
see. Hush now everybody and every- 
thing! Not one cough of the smokestack, 
not one throb of the engine, not one shuf- 
fle of the foot lest it disturb the scene. 
Look! The clouds seem parting, dissolv- 
ing, passing. Aye! They are gone, and 
the midnight sun is before us. 

Our stenmer has moved out of the 
fiord into the open sea that nothing may 
hinder our view. The shimmering waters 
of the polar sea have become 40 miles of 
richest mosaic, and all the angels of beau- 
ty nud x«plendor, having come down on 
ladders divinely lowered, walk those 
pavements of mosaic, and they look like 
the floor of heaven across which trall the 
white robes of the beatific. The sun la so 
bright we looked at it through smoked 
glasses. The sky was on fire. Enough 
clouds near by to make an upholstery of 
flame. Horses of fire and chariots of fire 
rolling thapugh cities of fire. Great mas- 
terpiece he Almighty in the gallery of 
the sky. Sunrise and sunset married. 
Niagara of fire. Strange, weird, over 
whelming spectacle, smiting all other nat- 
ural brilliance into nihility, Searching 
enough, overmastering enough, glorious 
enough to be the Eye which never slum- 
bers nor sleeps. We had seen the morn- 
ing sun and the noonday sun and the set- 
ting sun, but never before bad we seen 
and never again will we see the midnight 
sun. From what vats of infinite beauty 
were these colors dipped? A commin- 
gling of hues to be found in such excess 
on no other sky and on no other sea; am- 
ber and gold; lavender blending with roy- 
al purple; all the shades of yellow, or- 
ange and canary and lemon; all shades 
ot blue, turquoise and sapphire and navy 
and marine and azure; all shades of green, 
olive and myrtle and nile; all shades of 
red, scarlet and magenta and cardinal, 
the fiery red cooling into gray and the 
gray warming into ruby. Now amethyst 
seema about to triumph until emerald ap- 
pears, but the emerald is soon outdone by 
the carbuncle, It is in some respects the 
most impressive scene in the whole world. 
Seelng other wonders of nature you say 
are like this or like that. The Alps are 
like the Sierra Nevadas, the Rhine is like 
the Hudson. Loch Katrine is like Geneva, 
but the midnight sun is unlike anything. 
As there is only one “Last Judgment,” by 
Michael Angelo, in the Roman gallery, 
and only one “Sistine Madonna” in Dres- 
den gallery, and go to those places we 
must if we would see them, so we must 
go to the north end of the world to be- 
hold the burning and delfic glory of the 
midnight sun. 

The sun seems disposed to go to bed at 
the right time, but it does not like the 
wet pillow offered it, or it changes its 
mind, for you watch expecting it to hide 
beneath the wave. But no! Like unto 


Its behavior in Joshua's time, It seems to. 


stand still. Afterward it begins to rise. 
It banishes the night. it forbids the 
moon and stars to appear. These lesser 
lights seem to say, “There is no use in 
our shining, for the sun does enough of 
that for all.” Victory of light over dark- 
ness! The shadows told to go and hide 
themwivos in the dens and caves of the 
earth! 

But the most trying thing in all the 
Journey to the Land of the Midnight Sun 
is the perpetual light. There is po

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GRACE OF PATIENCE. 


OR. TALMAGE SPEAKS ON ONE OF 
THE CHIEF CHRISTIAN VIRTUES. 


The Need of Its Exercise iu the Af- 
faire of Daily Life—Tarns Discord 
Into Harmony Final Rewnrd of 
Patience, 


Wasnincton, Dec. 2.—This discourse 
of Dr. Talmage is a full length portrait 
of a virtue which all admire, and the les- 
sons taught are very helpful; text, He- 
brews x, 30, “Ye have need of patience.” 

Yea, we are in awful need of it. Some 
of us have a little of it, and some of us 
have none at all. There is less of this 
grace in the world than of almost any 
other. Faith, hope and charity are all 
abloom in hundreds of souls where you 
find one specimen of patience. Paul, the 
author of the text, on a conspicuous oc 
“casion lost his patience with a coworker, 
and from the way he urges this virtue 
upon the Hebrews, upon the Corinthians, 
upon the Thessalonians, upon the Ro- 
mans, upon the Colossians, upon the 
young theological student Timothy, I con- 
clude he was speaking out of his own 
need of more of this excellence. And I 
only wonder that Paul had any nerves 
left. Imprisonment, flagellation, Medi- 
terranean cyclone, arrest for treason 
and conspiracy, the wear and tear of 
preaching to angry mobs, those at the 
door of a theater and those on the rocks 
of Mars bill, left him emaciated and in- 
valid and with a broken voice and sore 
eyes and nerves a-jangle. He gives us a 
snap shot of himself when he describes 
bis appearance and his sermonic delivery 
by saying, In bodily presence weak and 
in speech contemptible,” and refers to his 
inflamed cyclids when speaking of the 
ardent friendship of the Galatians he 
says, “If it had been possible, ye would 
have plucked cut your own eyes and have 


- given them to me.” 


We admire most that which we have 
least of. Those of us with unimpressive 
visage most admire beauty; those of us 
with discordant yoice.most extol musical 
cadence; those of us with stammering 
speech most wonder at eloquence; those 


. Of us who get provoked at trifles and are 


naturally irascible appreciate in others 
the equipoise and the calm endurance of 
patience. So Paul, with hands tremu- 
lous with the agitations of a lifetime, 
writes of the “God of patience,” and of 
“ministers of God in much patience,” and 
of “patience of hope,” and tells them to 
“follow after patience,” and wants them 
to “run with patience,” and speaks of 
those “strengthened with all might to all 
patience,” and looks us all full in the 
face as he makes the startling charge, 
“Ye have need of patience.” 
Patience Under Dificultics. 

Some of the people ordinarily most ex- 
cellent have a deficit in this respect. 
That man who is the impersonation of 
amiability, his mouth full of soft words 
and his face a spring morning, if a pass- 
ing wheel splash the mud across his 
broadcloth, see how he colors up, and 
hear him denounce the passing jehu. 
The Christian woman, an angel of suavi- 
ty, now that some social slight is put 
upon her or her family, hear how her ut- 
terance Increases in intensity. “One of 
the ablest and best ministers of the gos- 
pel in America, stopping at a hotel in a 
town where he had an evening engage- 
ment, was interrupted in his afternoon 
nap by a knock at the door by a minister 
who had come to welcome him, and after 
the second and third knock the sleepez 
opened the door and took the invader of 
his repose by the collar and twisted it 
with a force that, if continued, would 
have been strangulation. Oh, it is easy 
enough to be patient when there is noth- 
Ing to be patient about. When the bank 
account is good and in no danger of being 
overdrawn, and the wardrobe is crowded 
with apparel appropriate for the cold, 
or the heat, or the wet, and all the fam- 
ily have attested their health by keen ap- 
petites at a loaded table, and the news- 
papers, if they mention us at all, put 
right construction upon what we do or 
say, and we can walk ten miles without 
getting tired, and we sleep eight solid 
hours without turning from side to side, 
the most useleas grace I can think of is 
patience. It has no business anywhere 
in your house, you bave po more need of 
it than of a life preserver while you are 
walking the pavement of a city, no more 
need of it than an umbrella under a 
cloudless sky, no more need of it than of 
Sir Humphry Davy's saftey lamp for 
miners while you are breathing the tonic 
alr of an October morning. 

Do not boast that you are placid and 
optimistic and free from the spirit of 
scold. If those who are unfortunate could 
change lots with you they would be just 
as sunshiny. It is not religion that makes 
you so happy, but capacity to digest your 
food in three hours and enough coupons 
cut off to mect all your expenses, and 
complimentary mention, and capacity to 
leave your horses in the stable because 
you need a brisk walk down the avenue. 
The recording angel making a pen out of 
some plume of a bird of paradise is not 
getting ready to write opposite your name 
anything applaudatory. All your sublime 
equilibrium of temperament is the result 
of worldly success. But suppose things 
mightily change with you, as they some- 
times do change. You begin to go down 
hill, and it is amazing how many there 
are to help you down when you begin to 
go in that direction. A great investment

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l Westminster Abbey an Object of Great 
laterest to Our Correspondent, 


Budlersville, Md. Dec. &, 1900, 
The city of Westminster in which 
Westminster A bbey stands once formed 
no part of the city of London, it being 
much older than that city, but the 
growth pf London has been such that it 
now takes in Westminster and extends 
much beyond it. In theseventh century 

Sebert the first christian king of the 

East Saxons built his palace here and 

afterward erected a church; and tradi- 

tion says it was consecrated by 8°. Peter 
himself, who suddenly appeared for 
that purpos:. But the church itself 
was not completed until King Edgar 
ascended the throne; that monarch un- 
der the influence of Durstan finished it. 
t was afterward destroyed by the Danes 
uring their invasion and rebuilt in 1050 
by Edward the Confessor who made it 
an abbey and ordained that henceforth 
all the monarchs of England should be 
crowned there. Throughout all the great 
y Political changes to which England has 
been subject this order has been religi- 
ously obeyed. It was natural too that 
monarchs should wish to sleep their 
last eleep’’ where they had been crown- 
ed and many of England's kings and 
queens lie buried in the Abbey. It has 
also been called England's Pantheon 
because room has been found there for 
her leading statesmen, warriors, poeta, 
artists, musicians and in fact all that 
the nation holda dearest. Only a few 
fragments of Edward the Confessor’s 

Chapel remain, for Henry III pulled 

it down and built the present splendid 

edifice. It is a magnificent specimen of 

Gothic architecture. Like all great 

churches the Abbey has been the grow- 

th of centuries. Each king who wished 
to become famous added a chapel, un- 
til the present structure was attained. 

The main body of the church is in the 

form of a Latin cross and ita whole 

length ineluding Henry VII's chapel 
is 520 feet and its width at the transepts 
is 208 feet. Between the south transept 
and the nave, underthe south arm of 
the cross have been built the Cloister, 
the Deanery, the Jerusalem chamber 
and other parts for different purposes 
and south east of the south transept is 
the Chapter House, thus the original 

Lativ form on this side has been destroy- 

ed, Out beyond the head of the cross is 

built Henry VII's chapel; on the north 
and parallel to it is Queen Elisabeth's 
chapel and on the south side is Queen 

Mary's. The Apse complete the semi- 
r between the last two chapels and 
consists of five small chapels. We en- 
tered the Abbey by the north door pass- 
ing up the North transept. Service was 
nearly over when we entered so we re- 
mained seated until it was concluded, 
The music was beautiful and we regret 
ted very much not being there in time 
to hear more, but we had lingered at 
St. Paul's and in so doing had missed 
this service. 

Bat none of us can grasp all the good 
things of lifeso we started now fora 
tour of the wonderfal church in which 
lie the smouldering remains of so many 
crowned and uncrowned kings of Eng- 
land—kings of an earthly kingdom and 
kings of Literature, Musio and Sculpt- 
ure whose fame will last while eternity 
rolls, and the English language is the 
language of the civilized world. The 
choir first attracted our attention; it ex- 
tends far beyond the transept to the 
middle of the nave from which itis sep 
arated by an iron screen. The wood 
carvings of the choir are very elaborate 
and beautiful. The superb west win- 
dow has figures of Moses and Aaron. 
and the great rose“ window in the 
north Transept has paintings of Christ 
and the Aposties, In the north transept 
known as the Statesman e Aisle’’ are 
buried Pitt and Fox, prominent states 
men at the time of the Revolutionary 
War, almost side by side. Hore also is 
buried William E. Gladstone, The 
spot ie marked by a plain marble slab; 
& part of the original floor was remov 
od and the earth excavated and in the 
excavation his body was placed. The 
alab bears no inscription save his name 
and the dates of his birth and death, 
Among the monuments in this A isie are 
those of Disraeli, Robert Peel, The Three 
Channings, Lord Palmerston, Lord 
Chatham, Warren Hastings and many 
other celebrities who at different times 
have been the Power behind the 
throne.”

In tho center of the ñivajare the 
graves of many notable persons, among 
whom are George Peabody, the philan- 
thropist, Dr.: Livingstone and Robert 
Stephenson. The chancel is construct- 
ed of colored marbles and bears pre- 
sentments of the four Evangelists, of 
St. Peter and St. Paul with a medallion 
head of Christ in the centre. The 
south transept is the Poets’ Corner, 
considered by many the most interest 
ing part of the Abbey. Poets Corner is 
famed throughout the Englis-speaking 
world, for here are memorials, monu 
mente, busts and inscriptions of the 
most famous English authors of imagi- 
native Literary works from Chaucer to 
Tennyson. They are not all buried 
here, many lie far. away; but the tomb 
of Chaucer ia beneath a fine stained 
glass window containing a likeners of 
the poet and scenes from his works. 
The last two poeta buried here «are 
Browning (1889) and Alfred Lord 
Tennyson, (1802). The latter is buried 
at the foot of Chaucer eo that the first 
English poet and the latest deceased lie 
close together. In this corner are seen 
monuments to Addison, Lord Macau 
lay, Thackery, Goldsmith, Samuel 
Johnson, Thompson, Shakespeare, Cole 
ridge, Burns, Southey. Dryden and our 
own Logfellow, the only American or 
foreign poet so honored, and Gay 
who wrote, Lite is a jest; All things 
show it I thought so once, Now I know 
it. And beneath whose bust is a slab 
fixed ın the wall bearing theso words. 
While standing there we noticed fresh 
flowers on the busts of Tennyson and 
Longfellow and regretted having none 
to place upon the latter, particularly 
when we saw an American lady placing 
there a floral tribute.

The other chair was built for Mary 
who reigned jointly with her husband 
William III. One of the boys of the 
Abbey school, wishing to win fame, 
spent the night in the coronation chair 
and carved his nume upon it, Paul Ab- 
bott, July 4 and 5, 1800. In the centre 
of Edward the Confessor’s chapel is his 
shrine. built by Henry III and original- 
ly decorated with gold and jewels, but 
a spirit of vandalism has stripped it of 
all ornaments; on the north of it is the 
tomb of his Queen, Editha and on the 
south Maud, his .niece who married 
Henry I, thus uniting thé Saxon and 
Norman dynasties, Here also lie Henry 
III, his tomb bearing bis effigy in brass; 
Henry V whose headless effigy reposes 
above his tomb, the head of silver hav 
ing been stolen during the Reforma- 
tion and Katherine, his queen, Edward 
III and Philippa his Queen, mother of 
Black Prince end Jobn of Gaun'; Rich- 
ard III, he of the lion heart and his 
Queen Eleanor. One fact I have for- 
gotten to mention and that is that 
wherever they are buried in a sarcop- 
hagus, an effigy of the monarch is 
placed ina reclining position upon it 
with hands clasped. Ifthe buried one 
is a Crusader the legs are crossed as in 
the caseof Richard III. We passed by 
the chapels of St. John the Evangelist, 
St. Michael, and St. Andrew, but none 
of these contain memorials interesting 
to American touriste, except St. Jobn 
the Evangelist which contains a monu- 
ment to Sir Jobn Franklin, the famous 
Artic explorer. Underneath his bust 
is a tablet bearing these words.! Not 
here; the white Northclaims thy bones.“ 
We had now visited eyery part of the 
Abbey and proceeded to St. Margaret's 
chapel near by.

Every petal is wrinkled 
like the “guifering” of a girl's dress, and 
the entire bloom is very closely set and 
weighs as much as six ordinary rosés of 
W kind. A single Gower is worth 
The prize of $1,000 offered in Holland 
for a black tulip has never been claimed, 
but five jet black byacinths barve been 
known to grow in the last 20 years. The 
cheapest tete hed $100 and the dearest 
— almost a record price fur a bulh,

The most obvions nm 
ewer is that the days of what wax prac 
tically compulsory attendance are over, 
That means, of course, that the churches 
are losing some of their moral hohl upon 
the parents. The inference wems to 
agree with the facta, In ceasing to be 
dogmatic and to wield pains aud penn 
ties, social and eternal, the churches 
have laid aside one weapon without at» 
tempting to replace it by another.— Lon 
don Outlook.

A Saggestion For Our Commissioners. 


The County Commissioners of Som 
erset county have erected, upon the 
Poor House ‘premises, a building for 
the reception and treatment of mild 
cases of insanity. The building is one 
story and a half high and is arranged 
to accommodate twelye patienta The 
rooms are sealed, haye double floor 
and do not communicate with each 
other. It will be heated by two large 
stoves placed in the corridor. The win- 
dows are protected by iron gratings, and 
that the inmates may have exercise in 
the open air a large yard will be con- 
nected wit) the building, and this yard 
will be surrounded by an Iron fence or 
grating so that escape will be hardly 
possible. It has been costing Somerset 
county about $4,000 annually to take 
care of this o!ass of insana paupers that 
can now be taken care of at home at 
much less cost. The building will be 
ready for the reception of patients about 
Jan Ist,

its mother. Although the law ie over 
a hundred years old this is the first 
time in the histors of Wicomico county 
that a child has been apprenticed un- 
der the section above given. 

It ie all that remains of the ancient 
right to supreme and absolute control a 
husband had over the person, property 
and children of his wife. 

In 1848, some modification in the law 
was made, giving the orphans court 
power to rescind an indenture under 
the said section, because ot imposition, 
ill behavior of the master, hardness or 
unreasonablenes? of the contract, and 
breach of centract in not providing 
sutiable clothing” ete, 

It was ander this provision that the 
Orphans Court heard the case Tues 
day, Mr. Rider representing the peti- 
tioner, and Mr. John H. Waller, the de- 
fendantr, The case was forcibly argued 
pro and con, Mr. Rider producing testi- 
mony to prove that the indenture 
should be annuled.

The third annual report of the Pen- 
insula General Hospital shows this in- 
stitution to be ina very satisfactory 
condition, except for the lack of 
to accommodate all the patients - 
ing to be admitted. One hundred and 
ten patients were treated during the 
year just closed, one hundred and five 
of whom were . ischarged. Our own 
county contributed nearly two thirds 
of this number, a fact that should 
stimulate the community to render 
every porsible assistance to this moat 
worthy institution. By far the 
important statement of the report, 
by ite Superintendent, Dr. George W. 
Todd, is as follows: 

We have been able to maintain our 
phenomenal record in regard to the sur- 
gical department, not having lost in 
three years a single case from an oper- 
ation. 

The signal success, in this lm portant 
branch of the work done at the - 
tal, speaks volumes forthe skili 
careof thè phymciansin charge, Of 
110 patients treated, 70 were free pa- 
tients and 40 pay patients. 

After referring to the sad loss the 
Hospital had sustained in the death of 
the late Dr. Stephen P, Dennis, general 
consultant, and in the death of one of 
ite directors, Mr, R. H. Nicholas, the 
Superintendent adds: 

“The Legislature of the State has 
generously responded to our appeal 
with a grant of $2500, and the County 
Commissioners of Wicomico county an 
apprepriation of $800. 

“Our Lady Managers have also done 
such service as demandes our warmest 
praise. What we should have done 
but for their personal donations and 
persistent soliciting we know not. The 
fact is our success has embarrassed us. 

"We greatly need larger help from 
the public for our charity setvices, 
This we must have for our appropria- 
tions do not meet the demands, The 
Superintendent suggests that more fre- 
quent and earnest appeals be made to the 
people; believing that they need only to 
be made acquainted with the facts, in 
order to make a larger response. 

“It is a gratification to announce 
that a splendid site for the new Hospi- 
tal has been }urchased and elaborate 
plans secured for a spacious building 
which we hope to see going up in a 
short time. 

“We desire to thank all the friends 
who have aided during the year by do- 
nations and to commind all our officers 
and assistants for bearty support and 
co-operation."’ 

While the report of the Treasurer, 
Mr. Wm. E. Sheppard, shows that at 
the end of the past year, whioh 
closed on December ist, there was a 
balance on hand, yet to carry on the 
great work that has been inaugurated 
during the past three years a much 
larger amo unt of money is needed an- 
nually than is received from theState 
and County appropriations, It is hoped 
that the contributions during the com- 
ing year will be liberal and that every- 
body interested in the enlargement of 
this charitable work will donate some- 
thing.

BEE BUZZES. 


Considerable care must be take -in 
storing away comh honey, as it is easily 
damaged, 

The life of a bee depends upon the work 
it does. When it labors the most, its life 
is the shortest. = 

Extracted boney needs about the same 
care as molasses. It should be well ripen- 
ed before «toring. 

In arranging the combs place those con- 
taining the brood in the center and see 
that the brood is a compact mass in the 
hive. 

If there are drones lu the hive at this 
time, it is au almost certain indication 
that the colony is queeniess, the drones 
not having been killed off as usual. This 
is a matter that should be looked after, 

The queen is the mother of all the bees 
in a colony, she laying all of the eggs pro- 
ducing them. She ls capable of laying 
3,000 to 4,000 ogg» per day. After the 
egg is laid it takes three days for it to 
hatch into larva and 18 more before it 
emerges a perfect bee. 

One of the best ways of wintering bees 
in their stands is by the use of chaff 
hives. These are boxes about six Inches 
larger every way than the hive they are 
to protect. They ore set over the hive, 
and the space between is filled with 
wheat chaff, making sure that the regu- 
lar opening of the hive is not closed.—BSt. 
Louis Democrat,

It is said that France is trying to buy 
100,000 square miles of land from Bra- 
zil. It is possible, of course, that Bra- 
kil will refuse to sell. French capital- 
ists may own the land, but the sover- 
eignty belongs to Brazil, and that Gov- 
ernment may not care to part with it, 

Supposing, however, that France 
really wishes to buy and Brazil to sell, 
our Government could hardly refrain 
from putting in a protest of an earnest 


character, As France is a republic, the 
addition to her territory on this hemis- 


phere might not directly contraverse 
that part of the Monroe doctrine which 
says that the European Powers shall 
not extend the system to this hemis- 
phere. It might be plausibly argued 
that their system means monarchy. 
But the Monroe doctrine goes further. 


It declares that the Western hemisphere 
is no longer open to colonization by 
European Powers. The colonies which 
they already held they could retain 
without refringing the Monroe doctrine, 


though they have since lost most of 
them, But they can not, consistently 
with the established policy of this coun- 
try, acquire new colonies or add to 
those they had before. 

The traditional policy of this coun- 
try, therefore, would not permit France 
to acquire from Brasil a colony twice 
as large as England and half as large as 
France, If this were once permitted 
the Monroe doctrine would no longer be 
respected by other European Powers,— 
Courier Journal.

Ur. Talmage Draws Comparisons De- 
tween Our Owe and Other Conn- 
tricr—Oor, Duty to Extend These 
Licssiamajie the World. 


WasntteTox, Dec. 16.—Dr, Talmage 
p.ecches a discourse of Christian patriot- 
im and shows the resources of our coun- 
try and icts the time when all the 
world have the same blessings. His 
two texta are Revelation xxi, 13, “On 
the south three gates;" Psalm cxlvii, 
“He hath not dealt so with any nation.“ 

Amorg the greatest needs of our coun- 

try is more gratitude to God for the un- 
paralleled prosperity bestowed upon us. 
One of my texts calls us to international 
comparison, What cation on all the 
planet has of late had such enlargement 
of commercial opportunity as is now 
opening before this nation? Cuba and 
Porto Rico and the Philippme Islands 
brought into close contact with as, and 
through steamship’ subsidy aud Nicara- 
gun canal, which will surely be afforded 
by congress, all the republics of South 
America will be brought into most active | 
trade with the United States. “On the 
south three gates.” While our next door 
neighbors, the southern republics and 
neighboring colonies, imported from Eu- 
ropean countries 3,000 miles away $675,- 
000,000 worth of goods in a year, only 
$126,000,000 worth went from the United

HISTORICAL PACTS OF 
RECALLED. 


Sudlersyille; Md., Deo, 19. 1900.

Caesar first erected a fortress on the 
spot, and it isin all probability true, 
for g were always quick to 
strengthen theis outlying istricta, 
The Tower itself was not built until 
William the Conqueror obtained 
session of the kingdom. The architect 
of the castle as it was once called, was 
Gundulf, a monk from Normandy and 
immediately upon his arriyal in Eng 
land, his architectural powers being 
well known, he was set to work upon 
this building and during the rest of his 
life he was employed in superintending 
its erection. It is strange when one 
thinks of the memories and associations 
which now cling to these ancient walls 
and seem to haunt e vault and 
corner, when we read a history which 
seems to he one long listof punish- 
menta, prisons and chaine, tortures and 
executions, to read that Gundulf’s most 
rominent characteristic was tender- 
eartednes’. It is said he was ever 
ready to weep in whet pu with the 
sorrowful and affec and had he 
known of the use to which this build- 
ing was destined to be put. how copious- 
iy would the tears have flowed at the 
thought, The Tower as it stands today 
occupies an irregular pentagon-shaped 
area of twelve acres on the banks of 
the Thamer, The central and most im- 
nt building isthe White Tower 
jurrounding itis the Inner Ward“ 
whioh is entered by agate way known 
as The Middle Tower; the wall of 
this “Inner Ward” is guarded at inter- 
vals by thirteen other towers of differ 
ent sizes and different d of 
strength. Surrounding the wall is the 
“Outer Ward,“ on which are eight 
towers, three of them so large as to be 
forta in themselves, Legges Mount the 
North Bastion and the Brass Mount; 
then comes the moat or wide ditch, 
surrounded by a high stone wall. The 
Tower can be entered from the city 
only at two pointe, the south-western 
corner where a stone bridge leads to the 
Middle Tower by which we entered, 
and at the south eastern corner by what 
is known as the Iron Gate, For a 
period of five hundred years the Tower 
of London was the occasional residence 
of the English kings and queens from 
Stephen, successor to Henry I whocame 
here in the dangerous crisia of his affairs, 
down to Obgries II who lodgéd in the 
royal apartments on the southern side 
of the White Tower, the night before 
his coronation, 

The greater part of the palace build- 
ings were pulled down during Crom. 
woll Protectorate and the remainder 
have long ago disappeared. King John 
who signed the Magna Charta frequent- 
ly resided here, siso his son Henry III 

t many vears of his youthful king: 
ship here. Edward I made it his abode 
only when flying from his revolting 
barons: Edward III was kept here by 
his mother during his minority; Rich- 
ard II. also went to his coronation at 
Westminster from the Tower and it was 
here that he ended his sovereignty by 
giving up his crown to his cousin 
Henry IV. Henry VI spent many 
years of his unhappy life here, more 
often as a prisoner than as a king; here 
he was murdered by Richard III. then 
Duke of Gloucester. Edward IV, who 
succeeded Henry VI, made the Tower 
his chief residence, keeping 1 the 
magnificent court ceremonials in the 
great upper room of the White Tower. 
One of the most touching of all the 
Tower memories is the murder of the 
infant king Edward and his younger 
brother Richard, Duke of York, by 
Richard Duke of Gloucester who 
became king by this diabolical act. 
Henry VIT here received his queen and 
here she died. Henry VIII made little 
use of the Tower, but his son Edward 
VI often lived here Mary held agrand 
court here before her coronation, but 
Elizabeth who was kept here as a pris- 
oner during Mary's reign had little 
relish for it as a residence. The se- 
curity of the walls made it very con- 
venient as a State Prison, the walls in 
many places being twelve feet thick, 

We found a very competent guide in 
the of an ex- policeman, who for 
a shilling apiece conducted us through 
the various buildings. We entered at

In the south west corner isthe Bell 
Tower, socalled from an alarm bell 
which is in a little turret above the roof. 
When Quren Mary sent her sister Eliza- 
beth to the Tower she was confined in 
the Bell Tower and the parapet walk on 
the top of the wall is known as ‘‘Eliza- 
beth’s Walk“ and here she walked for 
her daily exercise during her imprison- 
ment. On the right ie St. Thomas’ 
Tower or the Traitor's Gate, so called 
because the chapel which it contains ia 
dedicated to St. Thomas of Canterbury. 
At the steps under the archway of St. 
Thomas’ Tower prisoners were usuall 
landed by boat at night and many emi- 
nent personages underwent the same 
aad experiences.

While we have given the r.aders of 
the Advertiser reports almost every week 
during the year, we shall in this the 
closing report of the year, endeavor 
to embrace every step the town has 
made during the year.

The only new stores have 
been Mrs. Grace Bodey's new millinery 
store and the new drug store of W. N. 
Cannon which met a long felt need and 
it has been highly appreciated and

The shirt factories have been of great 
profit to the town and have materially 
aided the merchant's interests, There 
are two factories, beth of which ron 
regularly employing @ great many 
wonien and children.

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Mr. J. U. Hale, the Pesch Kiog, Gives 
His Views 


At theannual meeting of the Mary- 
land horticulturists, in Baltimore, last 
week, which was, by the way, one of 
the most interesting ever held in the 
Mute“ Mr. J, H. Hall, of Connectiout, 
the world renowned peach grower sald 
In the past it has been thought that 
there were such things as peach belts, 
out side of which there was not much 
use of trying to raise the fruit, but that 
is a mistaken notion. With the excep- 
tion of à few places in the northeastern 
end of Maine, there is no region in the 
country in which peach:s cannot be 
grown with more or less profit. It was 
aleo thought that the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland was the special place in th 
State for the fruit, but there are tens 
thousands of acers in the other counties 
on which the business could be profit- 
ably conducted, A recently 
estimate placing the value of 
crop at about $60,000,000 was f 
curate. \ 

“The future of the business will de- 
pend more than ever upon the sale of 
table peaches, and the grower when he 
sets out his orchard, should bear in mind 
the particular market to which he in- 
tends to ship his fruit. With this idea in 
view heshould select varietics popular 
with that market and not those which 
he would like to set out because he feels 
some particular personal interest in 
them. Asan instance of the difference 
in taste, some markets demand that 60 
per cent. of the fruit shall be of a yellow 
calor, while others want 80 per cent. of 
white, 

“Don't try to raise other crops in peur 
orobard. Every dollar temporarily made 
in that way means two dollars loss in 
ba end. Avoid too much nitrogenous 
matter, suchas stable manure You 
can’t cultivate an orchard too much, I 
never heard of one being killed by over 
cultivation, but have known of han- 
dreds by too little working. Begin with 
the first running of the sap in the spring 
and keep on cultivating in this region 
until August. 

“A great fault of Maryland peaches 
is that they are not thinned enough. 
The crop would be far more valuable il 
the growers paid more attention to this 
extremely important part of their work. 
One hint I wculd like to give is to ship 
the peaches in smaller lots than they 
are dow shipped. The present package 
used in this State is too large for the 
ordinary purchaser to Luy atone time, 
so he comtents himself with getting a 
quart or two. If the frult were put up 
in neat packages smaller than those now 
used but larger than the buyer would 
got if he were buying by the quart, the 
larger amount would be consumed 
just as rapidly as the quarts and more 
purchases would bo made, thus increas- 
ing the sale of fruit. Two or three stu- 
dents sent here last year by the Belgian 
Goverment tostudy our economic oon- 
ditions remarked that the present meth- 
odot shipping in large packages was 
the most unprogreasive thing they no- 
biced im our fruit business."

The Baltimore American, of last Mon- 
day, contained a column article, de- 
soribing the remarkable rise of a native 


The article is from the pen of another 
wideawake and energetic Wicomico 
countian—Mr, Joseph Y. Brattan,. a 
member of the American's staff. - 

Below follows the story. 

“This isa story of a Marylander, an 
Eastern Shoreman, who 80 years ago lost 
his place paying five dollars per week 
in Salisbury, and who is now drawing a 
salary of over $30,000 per annum, ànd 
Whose investments add many more 
thousands to his yearly income. 

The name of the man who has thus 
arisen in he world iè John Benjamin 
Parsons, The responsible and remaner- 
atire position which he occupies is the 
presidency of the Union Traction Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, in which he is 
also a large stockholder. The Union 
Company isto Philadelphia what the 
United Rallways Company is to Balti- 
more. It is a combination of other 
street railway lines, with tracks rami- 
fying the whole city and extenditig to 
every important suburb. There is no 
other surface road in the city, and the 
company of which Mr. Parsons le pres- 
ident is so ambitious and 
that it may build an elevated road to 
accommodate the growing traffic. 

A corporation already is 
the Union Traction Company. 

Ite total capitalization is $100,000,000, 
which immense sum includes all un- 
derlying securities and a new issue of 
$80,000,000 in stock, of which only one- 
half hes been paid in. F; 

It must collect in five cent fares each 


lected as high as $66,000 ina day. 
total annual receipts are over $1%- 
000, 000. 

Tts mileage is about 475, 

It employs an army of 5,000 men. 

The man who direots this $100, 000,000, 
and who commands this army of 5,000 
men arose himself from the ranks after 
years of toll and of struggle with ad- 
versity, and is now only 80 yearsof age. 
Mr. Parsons is a thoroughly aggressive 
executive officer who probably knows 
more about street railway management 
than any other man in the world. He 
has had experience in both Philadel- 
phia and Chicago, and has closely 
watched the development of street 
rallway eystems in other cities. 

With all his achievements in the 
world of transportation and of finance, 
Mr. Parsons has not yet reached his 
limit, for he le in the prime of life, is as 
solid as a gold dollar, and leads a life 
that should span out to mors than the 
allotted three score years and ten. Hè 
is nearly six feet tall, has broad should- 
ere, and shows no tendency to corpul- 
ency. He is partly bald, hasa broad 
chin and a dark reddish mustache. His 
associates are among the wealthiest bus- 
iness men of Philadelphia, including 
Messrs. Elkins and Widener, the street 
railway ‘magnate, who are largely in- 
terested in the company of which Mr, 
Parsons is president. He is married, 
but has no children, and lives in a 
fas‘ jonable section of Philadelphia. 
He has handsome ‘quipages and high- 
bred horses, and evervthing elee which 
contributes to a man's comfort and to 
an existence of luxury.
